With water standing all 
over town it will be next to impossible 
to eliminate the breeding places.

that 
Clarence 
Fisher has volunteered his services 
to spray as much of the area as 
possible. It is not known at the time 
this was written on Monday just what 
would be the expense or the problems 
involved but this would appear to be 
about the only answer. 
Hopefully the details of this project 
will have already been worked out 
and the spraying started by the time 
this is read.

Flood Control, Mosquitoes Are Major 


Topics At Council Mooting Monday 


Flood control and mosquitoes 
were of major concern during 
discussions at the City Council 
meeting here Monday evening. 
The council voted to seek the 
help of the Texas Highway 
Department in widening of two 
bridges that they felt con­ 
tributed heavily in causing the 
major flooding here Sunday. 
They also voted to workout 
some arrangement with Hamlin 
Flying 
Service to spray the 
California Creek and other low 
lying areas of the city to stop the 
breeding of mosquitoes. It was 
expected to cost the city about a 
dollar an acre to spray from the 
air the chemical that kills the 
young lava. 
It was pointed out at the 
m eeting that the spraying 
would need to be done after the 
creek stops running to be ef­ 
fective. It was hoped that the 
spraying could be done before 
this weekend 
barring 
more 
rain. 
In other action, the council 
voted to authorize the Housing 
Authority of the City of Hamlin 
to look into the possibility of a 
low-rent housing project for the 
elderly and voted to seek bids on 
seal coating 20 blocks of city 
streets. 
During the discussion on the 
flood control problems facing 
the city to avoid a future flood 
like the one here Sunday it was 
felt by the council that the 
bridges over the California 


Creek on the Anson Highway 
and the McCaulley Highway 
were not wide enough to handle 
the water fast enough. 


Of major concern to the 
council was the danger the flood 
created for the city water 
supply. Water Superintendent 
E E. West told the council that 
it took several hours of sand 
bagging and pumping to keep

Water In Several Houses 


The worst flood in about 40 
years hit Hamlin Sunday af­ 
ternoon as large areas of the 
city were under water for 
several hours following a heavy 
rain Sunday morning. The of­ 
ficial gauge showed 3.44 inches 
of rain here with reports run­ 
ning over 4 inches to the west of 
the city. 
Several houses were flooded 
and many more threatened as 
the California Creek went out of 
its 
banks 
and 
flooded 
everything in its path 
across 
the southwestern part of the 
city. The northern part of the 
city also came in for its share of 
flooding as water poured down 
the northern side of the Texas 
Central Railroad tracks and 
covered a large part of the area 
along the Aspermont Highway. 
No major damage or injuries 
were reported during the flood 
but a near drow ning was 
reported in the north part of the 
city. A youth, Calvin Stewart 
was pulled 
from the rushing 
water entering a culvert by 
Herbert Johnston. 
The worst flooding occured 
along the Anson Highway with 
three homes having as much as 
two to three feet of water in 
them for several hous Sunday 
afternoon. The homes flooded 
belonged to W. H. Woolf, Agnes 
Hall and Grant Long. At its 
peak about 3 p.m. the waters of 
the creek were licking the high­ 
way. 
Tile only other home reported 
flooded was in the western edge 
of the city and was the home of 
Ned Moore, located at 920 S. W. 
3rd, which had about two inches 
of water in it even though it was 
sandbagged and caulked. The 
water was in the home from 
about 1:15 p.m. to 4 p.m. Moore 
said the water was about a foot 


deep outside the house but most 
of it was kept out with the 
sandbags. 
Several other homes in the 
Southwest section 
were en­ 
dangered for awhile by the 
rising waters but none reported 
any water inside. The high 
water had climbed about 150 
yards out of the creek bank 
before receding. 
City employees and volun­ 
teers worked for several hours 
keeping the flooding water out 
of the city’s water system using 
sandbags and pumps.

The city 
park, swimming pool, football 
field and baseball field were ail 
under water most of the af­ 
ternoon. 
Houses threatened by the high 
waters on the northern edge of 
the city belonged to Bryant 
Conner, Alley Deel and W. H. 
Dean, 
but no 
w ater 
was 
reported inside the houses. 
Bams and cellars there were 
flooded. 
The water began rising in 
California Creek about dawn 
Sunday and by mid-afternoon 
was running out its banks all 
across the southern edge of 
Hamlin. The water peaked at 
about 3 p.m. in the western part 
of town and stayed at its highest 
point for about an hour. 
The water spread out over 
much of the southern edge of the 
city when it hit the two highway 
bridges crossing the creek. The 
flood water was choked down 
first when it was funneled 
through the bridge on 
the 
McCaulley highway and again 
were it went under the Anson 
Highway. 
A check with long tim e 
Hamlin residents indicated that 
this was the worst flood to hit 
the city since the early thirties. 
The water soaked ground 
after five consecutive days of 
rainfall contributed to the 
heavy run-off. Sunday’s 3.44 
brought the total for August to 
6.17. Official rainfall recorded 
during 
August 
includes 
measurable rainfall on eight of 
the first fifteen days as follows: 
Aug. I, .95; Aug. 7, .OI; Aug. 8,

Homemaking teachers and staff 
members attended the Home 
E co n o m ics 
C o o p e ra tiv e 
Education Workshop last week 
at Texas Tech University 
Campus 
in Lubbock. 
The 
teachers of beginning Home 
E co n o m ics 
C o o p e ra tiv e 
Education programs and staff 
members from all parts of 
Texas participated. It was the 
largest group ever to attend this 
type 
workshop 
since 
the 
passage of the Vocational 
Education Act of 1963, which 
focused attention upon the need 
for 
more 
occupational 
education programs at the high 
school level. 
One class in Home Economics 
Cooperative 
Education 
is 
scheduled for this school year at 
Hamlin High School. These 
classes afford students of 
Junior and Senior standing both 
on-the-job and class room 
education in a variety of oc­ 
cupations. 
Practical 
work 
experience is provided the 


student through the part-time 
employment 
at 
some 
cooperating business in Hamlin. 
The course is set up for one or 
two years and carries two 
credits each year. Students 
receive pay comparable to that 
paid beginning workers in the 
same occupations. 
Typical occupations in the 
program are child care aide, 
companion to elderly, clothing 
assistant, fabric coordinator, 
floral designer, food service 
employee, and housekeeping 
management assistant. 
The program in Hamlin will 
operate under the direction of 
Edith S. 
Carter, 
teacher- 
coordinator Mrs. Carter will be 
responsible for the selection and 
placement of students and will 
correlate 
their 
classroom 
and practical education. An 
advisory committee of local 
p>eople will be set up by the 
school to assist Mrs. Carter in 
organizing and operating the 
new program. 
The addition of this type 


program will do much to 
provide the youth of Hamlin 
with a well-rounded educational 
program that will fulfill the 
need for practical and useful 
training. Mrs. Carter said, “It is 
hoped it will enable a portion of 
our students who desire to 
become occupationally com­ 
petent to enter full-time em­ 
ployment upon graduating from 
high school.”

Wheat Program Aaaounced by USDA 


Participants in Ute 1972 wheat 
set-aside program may 
sub­ 
stitute barley, corn, grain 
sorghum, or soybeans for wheat 
and sUU earn program benefits 
and protect their wheat allot­ 
ment history, according to State 
farm 
program 
official, 
Clarence A. Danklefs. 
Also, there is no limit on 
wheat acreage. 
Danklefts 
pointed out that producers may 
grow their full allotment, or 
more than their allotment, and 
remain within the program. He 
explained that “set-aside” does 
not mean diverting land from 
production of a specific crop. It 
means setting aside an acreage 
from a farm’s total potential 
crop production 
Set-aside acreage for the 1972 
wheat program will be equal to 
83 percent of a farm’s domestic 
wheat allotment, the maximum 
allowable under the law. This 
maximum 
set-aside 
was 
established because of the 
possibility of large grain sup­ 
plies from this year’s harvest.

—Be drawing compensation 
from the federal government as 
the result of service-connected 
disability. 
A qualified veteran is entitled 
to register one passenger car or 
light commercial vehicle with a 
manufacturer’s rated carrying 
capacity of one tem or less for 
his own use without paying the 
prescribed registration fee. 
There is a statutory fee of $1 
which must accompany each 
application. 
Specially designed license 
plates will be issued with the 
letters “ DV” appearing as 
either a prefix or suffix to the 
license number. The words 
“Disabled Vet’’ also will appear 
on the plates. 
Vehicles with Disabled Vet

The worst flood in about 40 
years hit Hamlin Sunday af­ 
ternoon as large areas of the 
city 
were under 
w ater 
for 
several hours following a heavy 
rain Sunday m orning. The of­ 
ficial gauge showed 3.44 inches 
of rain here with reports run­ 
ning over 4 inches to the west of 
the city. 
Several houses w ere flooded 
and many more threatened as 
the California Creek went out of 
its 
banks 
an d 
flooded 
everything in its path 
across 
the southwestern part of the 
city. The northern part of the 
city also came in for its share of 
flooding as w ater poured down 
the northern side of the Texas 
Central Railroad tracks and 
covered a large part of the area 
along the Asperm ont Highway. 
No m ajor dam age or injuries 
were reported during the flood 
but a 
near drow ning was 
reported in the north part of the 
city. A youth, Calvin Stewart 
was pulled 
from the rushing 
w ater entering a culvert by 
H erbert Johnston. 
The worst flooding occured 
along the Anson Highway with 
three homes having as much as 
two to three feet of w ater in 
them for several hous Sunday 
afternoon. The homes flooded 
belonged to W. H. Woolf, Agnes 
Hall and Grant Long. At its 
peak about 3 p.m . the w aters of 
the creek were licking the high­ 
way. 
The only other home reported 
flooded was in the western edge 
of the city and was the home of 
Ned Moore, located at 920 S. W. 
3rd, which had about two inches 
of w ater in it even though it was 
sandbagged and caulked. The 
w ater was in the home from 
about 1:15 p.m. to 4 p.m . Moore 
said the w ater was about a foot 


deep outside the house but most 
of it was kept out with the 
sandbags.

the result was that in a short while the 
entire house was burning. 
The fire 
department

quickly and attached the hose more 
than a block away, and when the high 
pressure pump 
started the hose 
bursted. This occasioned some delay 
and by the time the fire was ex­ 
tinguished the house was an entire 
loss. 
Considerable household furnishings 
were saved, however in every case of 
this kind scores of articles are lost 
that cannot be replaced. 
Mr. Payne had both his house and 
furniture fairly well insured.

Legislative 
Redistricting Board will meet 
here August 24 to begin con­ 
sideration of state senatorial 
reapportionment. 
Shortly after the Board an­ 
nounced its meeting date, Gov. 
Preston Smith issued a sharply- 
worded statement calling on the 
Board to forget 
“political 
considerations” and start work 
on a House of Representative 
redistricting bill also. 
Smith noted the fact that Atty. 
Gen. Crawford Martin’s ap­ 
pealing a district court decision 
invalidating the 1971 legislative 
act which attempted to reap­ 
portion the House does not 
preclude the Board 
from 
preparing for any eventuality. 
Supreme Court of Texas, 
Governor noted, may uphold or 
over-turn the district court’s 
August 2 decision that the 
Legislature illegally divided 
more than 20 counties. In either 
case, he said, the Board should 
be prepared with a House as 
well 
as 
a 
Senate 
reap­ 
portionment plan to avoid the 
need for a ‘‘million dollar” 
special 
session 
of 
the 
Legislature. 
Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes, a 
member of the Legislative 
Redistricting Board, expressed 
surprise at Smith’s blast. He 
said the Board has made no 
decision not to consider House 
redistricting and, indeed, has 
not even discussed the issue. 
Board has just 60 days to 
draw the reapportionment after 
its initial meeting which means 
its lifespan expries in late 
October. 
State Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Robert W. Calvert said 
the Court will meet within 48 
hours after receiving a request 
for an appeal hearing and can 
reach a decision in IO days cr 
less. 
Attorney General Martin said 
a transcript of the lower court 
proceedings is being speeded to 
completion and can be placed 
before the Surpeme Court 
within another week.

Wheat Program Announced by USDA 


Participants in the 1972 wheat 
set-aside program may 
sub­ 
stitute barley, corn, grain 
sorghum, or soybeans for wheat 
and still earn program benefits 
and protect their wheat allot­ 
ment history, according to State 
farm 
program 
official, 
Clarence A. Danklefs. 
Also, there is no limit on 
wheat 
acreage. 
Danklefts 
pointed out that producers may 
grow their full allotment, or 
more than their allotment, and 
remain within the program. He 
explained that “set-aside” does 
not mean diverting land from 
production of a specific crop. It 
means setting aside an acreage 
from a farm’s total potential 
crop production 
Set-aside acreage for the 1972 
wheat program will be equal to 
83 percent of a farm’s domestic 
wheat allotment, the maximum 
allowable under the law. This 
maximum 
set-aside 
was 
established because of the 
possibility of large grain sup­ 
plies from this year’s harvest. 
In 1971 wheat set-aside acreage 
was 75 percent. 
Details of the program were 
announced 
recently 
by 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Clifford M. Hardin. 


inclusion of Dariey and 
soybeans substitute crops for 
history protection and the 
higher set-aside percentage are 
the most notable changes in the 
1972 wheat program, according 
to C. A. Danklefs, who is 
chairman 
of 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASO Committee 
which 
administers 
farm 
programs iin the State. 
“These changes reflect the 
present possibility of a large 
wheat harves in 1971, the need 
for increased soybean acreage, 
and the necessity of assuring 
income protection for the 
farmer while also meaintaining 
his greater decision making 
freedom provided by the 
Agricultural Act of 1970,” 
Danklefs said. 
The substitution provision 
will enable a producer to plant 
all or any combination of his 
acreage to wheat, feed grain 
(corn, barley, grain sorghum) 
or soybeans without loss of 
planting history or program 
benefits. 
“The announcement that 
barley will be included in the 
feed grain program for 1972, 
and may be substituted for 
wheat or vice-versa, was made 


because in some areas fall- 
planted barley is an alternate 
crop for wheat,” Danklefs said. 
He noted that soybeans will be 
allowed as a substitute crop for 
history protection in the feed 
grain program as well as the 
wheat program. Full details of 
the feed grain program will be 
announced as soon as possible, 
Dankleft said. 
Several provisions of the 1971 
wheat program are unchanged 
for 1972. The loan rate will 
remain at $1.25 a bushel, 
national average — high enough 
to procide protection of farm 
income if the market unex­ 
pectedly falls, low enough not to 
be the determining factor in 
market prices for wheat, ac­ 
cording to Danklefs. 
The 
19.7 
million-acre 
domestic wheat allotment for 
the nation is unchanged from 
1971. And farm-stored and 
warehouse-stored loans and 
purchases will continue to be 
available to producers par­ 
ticipating in the voluntary 
wheat program. 
Wheat producers in 1972 also 
will receive IOO percent of 
parity on production of their full

AUSTIN — Details of a new 
program which will provide 
free 1972 automobile license 
plates 
to 
some 
disabled 
veterans were revealed today 
by 
the 
Texas 
Highway 
Department. 
The program was set up by an 
act of the 62nd Legislature. 
To qualify, an applicant 
must: 
—Be a Texas resident; 
—Be a veteran of the armed 
forces of the United States; 
— Have a disability rating of 
70 percent or more; 
—Be drawing compensation 
from the federal government as 
the result of service-connected 
disability. 
A qualified veteran is entitled 
to register one passenger car or 
light commercial vehicle with a 
m anufacturer’s rated carrying 
capacity of one ton or less for 
his own use without paying the 
prescribed registration fee. 
There is a statutory fee of $1 
which must accompany each 
application. 
Specially designed license 
plates will be issued with the 
letters “ DV” appearing as 
either a prefix or suffix to the 
license number. 
The words 
“Disabled Vet’’ also will appear 
on the plates. 
Vehicles with Disabled Vet 
plates will be exempt from 
paying parking fees charged by
